I am told that you were 
given special invitation to at- 
tend that dinner and that you 
were also urged by two United 
Slates senators to meet with 
Mr. Solzhenitsyn, but that in 
both cases you refused. 


I can hardly find words to 


express my amazement and 
sorrow. Here was an un- 
parraleled 
opportunity 
to 


demonstrate to the world that 
America offers hope to the 
uujMuoml peoples of the world. 
Here was a chance to show that 
America extends her hands to 
the champion* of liberty and 
justice and freedom of speech. 
Mr. Solzhenitsyn has demons- 
trated tremendous personal 
courage 
and eloquence in 


defense of those ideals. And yet 


you refsucd to meet with him 
or to be among those who 
sought to honor him. 


As you know, he is widely 


recognized as one who was 
willing to lay his life on the line, 
in order to stand and bear 
witness to the horrible injus- 
tices of the Soviet system. He 
served a orison term of ten 
years in the slave labor camps 
of Russia for the crime of 
having held unacceptable poli- 
tical views; and he dared to 
write an eloquent description 
and analysis of that system 
even while he was within reach 
of its secret police. His literary 
ability has been given interna- 
tional recognition by the award 
of the Nobel Prize. But, ac- 
cording to the Washington Star, 
you refused to meet with him, 
"on advice of the National 
Security Council."

—on many U.S. companies. It to' 
a situation even the bonkers like 
nut at all. 


Nevertheless, the longer the 


recession lasts, the more com- 
pudis will be Involved and the 
deeper they will fall under bank 
direction. The size at their debts 
and the scantiness or absence of 
profits makes payment now im- 
passible for many of these com- 
panies and problematical for 
some yean to come. 


Because half the major banks 


in this country are over-extend- 
ed with bad and shaky loans, 
and therefore exceedingly cau- 
tious about new commitments, 
recovery from the recession will 
below.

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My Ten Rules for Getting Along 
With Grown-Up Children

civilization is the fact that many 
parents rarely sec their sons and 


daughters after "the kids" have grown 
. up. One reason is that in this vast nation, 
young people often roam thousands of 
miles from home in search of a good 
job or a better education. Another may 
be "the sheer ingratitude of those darn 
kids," a phrase that is best forgotten if 
the parents want their grown children to 
love or even like them. And a third rea- 
son may be that many parents don't 
know how to change gears when their 
sons and daughters grow up, and go on 
treating them as children forever. 


Three of my four children arc in their 


middle or late twenties. They have taught 
cue a little about how to d^al with grown 
children, and in my. teaching days I 
learned a little from my students. Here 
arc ten bits of advice that I have gleaned 
from (he young people themselves. 


1. It's Important to recognite the 


point at which a child sees MmaaM or 
herself at an adult Some youngsters 
consider themselves adults the minute 
they graduate from high school, while 
others hang on to childhood all the way 
through college, or even longer. It may 


sound crass, but the rule of thumb in my 
family is that a child is a child as long as 
I support him or her financially. Anyone 
who takes money from me must face 
the dreadful fact that my advice goes 
with it. Of course there can be exceptions 
to this.rule. A medical student, for en- 
ample, can be an adult who still needs 
financial support from his parents. 


2. Once children conajdar thorn* 


soivee adults, parents have to learn to 
treat thont as adutts or nek losing all 
contact with them. It is easy to say thai 
a mother or father should treat grown 
children as friends, but I don't think 
that's entirely true. The relationship be- 
tween parents and children is .much 
deeper and more touchy than friendship. 


Still, I think it fair to say for starters 


that we shouldn't say anything,to our 
grown children that we would not say to 
friends. Most people, for instance, would 
not think of asking even their closest 
friends how much money they make or 
how their sex life is going. Occasionally 
we might qlTcr unasked advice to friends, 
but few of us would push it. It's also a 
help if a parent refrains from giving ad- 
vice on subjects that he or she knows 
little or nothing about.

fool of myself. When my oldest daughter 
became the producer of a television 
show, I found myself telling her exactly 
how to put on good programs, and when 
she married a man whose field is brain 
research.

3. Be long on praise but very snort 


on criticism. I don't think children ever 
outgrow the need for encouragement 
from their parents, but they may have 
suffered so much criticism from both 
parents and teachers when they were 
very young that they will be quick to 
reject it once they are old enough to 
make their own living. In this respect one 
cannot treat adult children simply as 
friends. The words from a parent have 
much more impact on grown children 
than on a friend and have to be used 
much more carefully.

I learned this the hard way. My oldest 


daughter infuriated me when she 
dropped out of Trinity College in Ire- 
land, where she was supposed to be 
spending her junior year.

ANSWERS 


1. True. A California State University 
study has found that the divorce rate of 
women declines with each year they 
wait to marry, until a gradual leveling 
off at about age 25. Men who marry 
between the ages of 27 and 31 have the 
best chances of achieving marital stabil- 
ity. "When all the evidence is in," says 
the study, "it appears that women should 
wait until they arc 25 to marry and that 
they should have their two children at 
age 28 and age 30. It's pointed out that 
this gives them ample time to have chil- 
dren before they arc 35 and it also gives 
(hem three years after marrying to gel 
the relationship on solid ground emo- 
tionally and financially." 
2. True. Psychologist Svtn. Wahlroos 
provides an excellent illustration of this 
in his monograph on family communi- 
cation: "Suppose, for example, that a 
wife has asked her husband over and 
over again to clean the washbowl after 
he shaves. He forgets to do so almost 
every morning. This, in effect, carries the 
message, 'Your wishes are not important 
to me.' and the message is infinitely 
stronger than the words, 'I want to make 
you happy, darling.' " Though the wife 
may say no more about it, her growing 
.resentment may cause her to retaliate in

by the National Science Foundation, 
which evaluated the findings of leading 
researches over a 25-year period.
